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THE G.I. BENEFITS EXPLAINED 


(Part Two in a Series of Three Articles) 
By J. R. INGRAM 


Today we cover one of the remaining two benefits: edu- 
cation and training. The Veterans’ Administration pays the 
veteran a monthly cash sum, for a limited period, to help 
him finance full-time or part-time study, or on-the-job or 


on-the-farm training. He can choose his own college, school, 


or training course, as long as he 
chooses one that has VA approval. 
Courses Limited 
A few specific types of courses — 
like dancing lessons—are_ specif- 
ically barred. An okay for an on- 
the-job or an on-the-farm training 
establishment is a bit more compli- 
cated; requirements had best be’ 
checked with the VA. The cash al- 
lowance is the only thing that the 
government will pay. With its aid, 
the veteran himself must pay all 
educational or training expenses 
and living costs. 
Allowances Listed 
This new system is not like the 
one in operation after World War 
Il, under which vets had tuition 
and other expenses paid directly 
by the government, and then drew 
a separate living allowance. Vet- 
erans taking full time school or 
college courses get $110 a month if 
they have no dependents, $135 if 
one dependent, $160 if two or more 
dependents, 
Part Time Less 
For part time students the al- 
lowances are reduced proportion- 
ately. On-the-job trainees get $70 
a month if they have no depend- 
ents, $85 if one dependent, and 
$105 if two or more dependents. 
On-the-farm trainees ‘get $95 a 
month if they have no dependents, 
$110 if one dependent, $130 if two 


or more dependents. These 
amounts are paid only at the start, 
however. Payments are reduced 


periodically, on the theory that 
earnings should be increasing. And, 
at any time the allowance and on- 
the-job training earnings add up to 
more than $310 a month, the al- 
lowanice is reduced. Veterans who 
got out before August 1952 have 
until August 20, 1954, to start their 
training; others must start within 
two years after discharge or for- 
feit their rights. For how long will 
payments be made? For each day 
spent in service between June 27, 
1950, and the end of the emerg- 
ency, the veteran is entitled to a 
day and a half of education. Maxi- 
mum period for which benefits 
will be paid is 36 months, — 
_ Prior Service 

Now we come to the man who 
was in service before and had 
earned education rights under the 
old G.I. bill. If he had started 


school under the old law and then 


went back into the service before 
finishing, he can go on under 
whichever system he chooses when 
he gets out. In most cases, he’ll find 
the World War II benefits more 
liberal, but he should check his 
own case very carefully. If he had 
completed his ‘schooling under the 
old law, he can get more only un- 
der the new bill, and the eligibility 
he can earn from Korean service is 
limited. His new period of eligi- 
bility plus the time he spent in 
school before can’t add up to more 
than 48 months. If it does, his en- 
titlement under the new bill will 
be shortened. Roughly speaking, 
that means that a man who had 
four years of college under the first 


G.I. bill can’t get more than an- 
other year of 
second one. The men who didn’t 
use their World War II rights and 
who are not 
present time will only be eligible 
for the new Korean rights. Their 
World War II rights will have ex- 
pired.
